Mr. Warren, the Maſter-Miller, ſaid; That ſome. time ago; he acquainted the Com- 
miſſioners for Victualling, That great Quantities of Malt were delivered by the Con- 
tractors, and taken into the Stores, not nt for Her Majeſty's Service, and ſhewed them 
Samples of the ſaid Malt; and it appeared to the Committee, from the Minutes pro- 
duced by the Commithoners, that nothing more was done upon this Complaint, than 
only cautioning Mr. Fames, Mr. Horſing ton, and Mr. Overing, (who are the Suryeyors of 
the Malt, and the Perſons complained againſt) to take Care, that the Malt received, 
be in all Reſpects good and fit for the Service, and anſwerable to the Sample.
